Cotton Spinning 
Industry Reaches 


Near Capacity 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—OP)— 
The census bureau reported today 
the cotton spinning Industry oper- 
ated during October at 97.9 per cent 
capaoity, on a 2-shift, 80 hour basis, 
compared with 92.5 percent during 
September this year and 81.9 per- 
cent during October last year. 


Spinning spindles in place Oct. 


31 totaled 25,081,048, of which 22,- 
658,994 were active at some time 
during the month, compared with 
25,156,480 and 22,231,976 for Sep- 
tember this year, and 26,086,228 and 
22,113,316 for October last year. 
Active spindle hours totaled 8,- 


860,693,976, or an average of 342 
hours for spindles In place, compar- 
ed with 7,695,013,129 and 306 for 
September this year and 7,118,439,- 
713 and 273 for October last year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(;£)— 


Arnid persistent talk of a new ad- 
ministration effort to bring the 
AFL and the CIO together, Pres- 
ident William Green of the AFL 
has asked the neutral public to 
place the responsibility for labor's 
internal feud "where it belongs."

fect peace." 
John L. Lewis, the CIO leader,

settlement will result.

was .explaining why the govern- 
ment felt called on to prosecute 
some unions under tho anti-trust 
laws. 


Arnold, assistant attorney gen- 


eral, said any labor union which 
used legal rights of association "in 
an illegal way" would face federal 
court action. 


In a letter answering numerous 


Inquiries arising from recent suits 
against some unions in the build- 
ing trades, he declared the laws 
"should not be used as an instru- 
ment to police strikes or adjudi- 
cate labor controversies."

ENT, GOVERNOR SAYS 


AUSTIN, Nov. 20.—(flV-Talk of 
a special tax-raising session of 
ten legislature in. the near future 
was at an end today. 


Gov. W- Lee O'Daniel said in 


his Sunday radio address that he 
had concluded such a session prob- 
ably would accomplish nothing, 
yet would cost around "$200,000 or 
more.' 


"1 would not be true," O'Danlol 


said, "to the old folks, the de- 
pendent children, the 
indigent 


blind and the retired school teach- 
ers; neither would I be true to the 
taxpayers of Texas; and neither 
would I be true to my own con- 
science if I were to call a special 
session 
without 
first 
receiving 


some definite information leading 
me to Believe beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that the social security 
problem would be honestly, ade- 
quately and fairly solved, x x 


'I do not intend to call a spec- 
ial session at this time for tho 
purpose of considering a social 
security tax measure. Obviously 
the social security problem is not 
going to be solved until it is solv- 
ed by the people themselves and 
this they can do and. I think will 
do, in 1940." 


The 
governor's announcement 


came less than 24 hours after a 
group of state representatives told 
him that 81 house members, or 
several more than a majority, had 
pledged their support in principle 
of a general tax bill levying chief- 
ly on oil, gas and sulphur. 


O'Daniel replied there was con- 
siderable difference between sup- 
porting a measure in principle 
and supporting it in fact, and that 
house passage of a bill wculd be 
worthless unless the senate also 
approved it. 
He. added 
he had 


been informed the bill would yield

than, one-half 
the money needed "to adequately 
meet our social security obliga- 
tions."

The sands aro running fast on the 
Japanese-American 
commercial 
treaty, and it is reliably predict- 
ed that when the treaty expires 
Jan, 26, no new ono will have 
been negotiated.

Martin Dies (D- 
Texas) chairman of the house com- 
mittee of un-American activities, 
that communist and nazl agents 
have planned "sabotage espionage 
and labor strife" In local mills, 
Subversive agents are already at 
work here on methods to "halt at 
all costs" the shipment of arms and 
other war materials to the allied 
armies, Dies said. 
The Texan called Pittsburgh, big 
producer of armaments during the 
world war, one of the "worst" cities 
he has encountered "for the amount 
of known espionage activity." 
Dies consulted with 15 key men 
here yesterday as a preliminary to 
an extensive public hearing he plans 
In Pittsburgh In January. 
"Both 
communist 
and 
nazl 
groups have installed agents In jobs 
in the key Industries,' he said. 
Dies said he Is trying to head off 
any labor strife by "convincing 
labor unions that some of their 
leaders are acting for the good of 
Russia and Germany rather than 
the union." 
"These leaden don't want to help 
the union," he said. "They want 
strikes to prevent war orders from 
moving. They wouldn't agree to end 
a strike even If all demands were 
met."

with the press. Louis Lochner, 
chief of bureau for the Associated 
Press In Berlin, is one of the few 
who have interviewed him. 
It's 
my understanding that the fueh- 
rer doesn't care much for Jour- 
nalists. 
Question:—What Is the person- 
al relationship between Hitler and 
Mussolini? 


Answer: — It is generally un- 
derstood in well-informed 
quar- 
ters that they have little use for 
each other. The Berlin-Rome axis 
has been a matter of expediency 
rather than of personal regard. 
II Duce apparently 
Is growing 
very cool to that agreement now. 


Question: Supposing peace were 


effected soon on the basis of Hit- 
ler's promise to "be good," would 
he sit still or would he start his 
old operations aeain?

Answer: 
The allied answer to
